Sodium Fiuoride In Water 


A number of communities have con- 
ducted studies to determine the effect of 
sodium fluoride on drinking water. In 1944 
such a study was begun in two New York 
communities, Newburgh and Kingston. King- 
ston citizens were to- drink | fluoridated 
water. while Newburgh people drank: ordi- 
nary water for 4 period of 10 years. - 

The 10-year period is not up yet, but 
the Health Department of the State of | 
New York has reported the interim results. | 
It seems that children who drink water with 
sodium fluoride added have 47 per cent less 
tooth decay. he. 

According to Dr. Bruce F. Forsyth, 
Chief Dental Officer of the Public Health 
Service, fluoridation is ‘the most remarkable 
‘public health preventive developed in this 
country.”
